This paper is in response to the official communication mailed October 5, 2004 for the 
above-identified application. Applicants request a two-month extension of time for responding 
to the communication, and enclose a check in the amount of $225 in payment of the fee under 37 
CFR§ 1.17(a)(2). 

The Examiner has alleged that Claims 1-39 are directed to more than one species of 
"membranes," and that the species are not so linked as to form a single general inventive 
concept. Applicants elect, with traverse, the species of "biological membranes that are not intact 
cells or liposomes." Applicants traverse the requirement in that the species of membranes each 
have the special technical features of "membranes," and the search for the species would not 
create an undue burden. 

The Examiner has further alleged that Claims 1-39 are directed to more than one species 
of molecules, and that the species are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept. 
Applicants elect, with traverse, the species of VEGF. Applicants traverse the requirement in that 
the species of molecules have the special technical features of interacting with the metal 
chelating group of the amphiphilic molecule in the "membranes" of the invention, and the search 
for the species would not create an undue burden. 
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It has been further alleged that Claims 1-39 are directed to more than one species of 
membrane encapsulated active materials/agents/drugs, and that the species are not so linked as to 
form a single inventive concept. Applicants elect, with traverse, the species of cytotoxic drugs. 
Applicants traverse the requirement in that the species of materials/agents/drugs have the special 
technical feature of being encapsulated within the "membrane," and the search for the species 
would not create an undue burden. 

The claims readable on the elected species are 1-21, 23-35, 37 and 39. 

Withdrawal of the requirement for the election of species is respectfully requested.
